a plate, the plate having side walls and a bottom wall, the shape of the 
plate is different ( with ) from a plant pot, so that the top ( the side walls ) of the 
plate supports a pot. ( ; and ) 

( at least one wick or the wick with a tube accompanied with the plate 
which provides a fluid conduit capable of sucking fluid from the plate ). 

27. A self watering tray for a plant pot, comprising: 

a plate, the plate having side walls and a bottom wall, the plate holding 

fluid; and 

at least one leg coupled to the plate, the at least one leg having two 
sections, up section and low section, the up section is smaller than the low section, 
a shoulder between the up section and the low section supporting a plant pot. 

28. The tray of claim 25, further comprising at least ( one ) two notches, 
the at least ( one ) two notch es being made by cutting a part of the side wall of the 
tray from ( disposed on ) the tog ( up edge of the side walls of the plate for holding ) A 
the notches support a plant pot ( and air flowing in and out of the tray ). 

29. The tray of claims 1, ( and ) or 27, further comprising a fluid intake lip, 
the fluid intake lip disposed on the side walls of the plate, so that fluid can easy be 
added into the plate through the fluid intake lip.

47. (new) The tray of claim 1 or 25, further comprising a wick, the wick provides a 
fluid conduit capable of sucking fluid from the plate.
